2. Grand JmtT Cess, 

One of the most ancient and the largest of the local taxes in Ireland is the rate on real 
property called Grand Jury cess. It derives this name from the authority chiefly 
engaged in authorizing its application. The historical origin of this tax and of the 
constitution of the bodies to administer it, are fully explained in former reports made by 
Dr. Hancock. 

The following table shows the gross amount of Grand Jury cess under the principal 
heads of expenditure, and the per-centage of same : —

Tlie collecting of the dogs licence duty is entrusted to the Petty Sessions Clerks, and 
a Eeturn of it is made to Parliament by the Eegistrar of Petty Sessions Clerks : so that 
an abstract only is included in Appendix V. to this Eeport. A considerable part of the 
remuneration of Petty Sessions Clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty Th(.‘ 
surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection, is paid over in aid of 
Orand Jury cess and the town rates.

In the following table the local taxation of Ireland is classified to show how much 
is raised by rates on real property, how much arises from tolls, fees, stamps, and dues, and 
how much from other sources of receipt besides borrowed money and grants from the 
Imperial taxes. 

In the case of Grand Jury cess, from the total net amount of cess to be levied, 
£1,229,537 (the amount returned in Appendix I), £58,867, the amount for the counties 
of the cities of Dublin, Cork, and Limerick is deducted, being included in the town 
taxation as previously observed ; leaving the net amount to be administered by Grand 
Juries or paid under imperative presentments, £1,170,670. 

In the case of Town taxation, it has been necessary to deduct from the total receipts 
from other sources of £156,221, included in the table in section 10 of this Report, 
£6,466 paid out of fines to Treasurers of Boroughs, and £388 appearing in section 4, 
paid out of Dogs Licence duty in aid of Town rates, thereby reducing the amount of 
such receipts not elsewhere included in the summary of taxation to £149,367.
